April is the busiest of all months in the vegetable garden, partic-

we know through education that there are things that should be

but you instinctively have a deep- 


seated desire to get your hands in the soil. 


Another reason that it is such 
a busy gardening month is the fact 
that most of the hardy vegetables 
may still be 
planted, and we 
are referring to 
beets and onions 
while at the 
same time many 
of the tender 
vegetables are 
planted such as 
beans, corn and Gaus i 
tomatoes. Of 5 
course, there #: 
are a few very #2 
tender heat-lov- =; 
ing vegetables 
that should not 
be planted for 
another month, Freeborn. 
and here we are thinking about 
vegetables such as okra. 

There are a thousand signs that 
spring is here. Dogwood blooms 
promising summer and_ redbuds 
bloom warning you that here is a 
sign of spring, but there are still 
cold days and cold nights before 
Summer comes. It has been. said 
that the redbud trees was named 
Judas tree “because it was a false 
prophet of the coming of spring. 
CORN NEEDS CARE 

Corn is one of our three most 
important vegetables, the three 
most important ones being corn, 
beans and tomatoes. Corn is pe- 
culharly adapted to our soils, and 
it is one of the easiest crops grown 
in small vegetable gardens. In 
spite of its ease of culture a little 
extra care and attention will pay 
big dividends. Thorough deep soil 
spading will insure deep roots that 
will help hold the plant up in case 
of windy summer showers and will 
also make it possible for these 
plants to send their roots down 
into the ground in search of mois- 
ture during drouths. 

It must be remembered that 
corn should not be planted in long 
single rows but should be planted 
in blocks. The reason for this_ is 
the. possible lack of pollination if 
planted in single rows, The pollen 
is blown by the wind and if your 
corn is planted in blocks, pollina- 
tion will take place regardless of 
the direction of the wind. 

One of our worst garden pests 
is the corn earworm and it is a 
difficult pest to control. It is par- 


ticularly bad in attacking the sweet | 


corns as the shucks of sweet corn 


after the silks form. At this time 
the silks will have changed their 
color the first time, this time to a 
reddish bronze, a bright shiny 
color. If the mineral oil is applied 
too early it will stop pollination. 
If it is applied too late the corn 
earworm will already be present, 
therefore, this timing is most im- 
portant. Bi 

Personally, we are very fond of 
sweet corn and for several years 
have grown it successfully in our 
vegetable garden, having used the 
‘variety, Golden Cross Bantam. 
However, we have also seen other 
sweet corns grown here success- 
fully, some using White Stowell’s 
Evergreen corn and others, the 
Yellow. Golden Bantam. We be- 


lieve that the success of raising | 


sweet corn is rapid growth and 
early planting. However, if your 
soil is very rich and if you will 
fertilize heavily we believe that 
you can grow sweet corn success- 
fully planting it as late as July 4. 
In fact, we have done just this 
thing in our own garden. 

There are several varieties of 
early field corns that make splen- 
did roasting ears and of these we 
believe the two best varieties are 
Trucker’s Favorite, a white corn, 
and Improved Golden Dent, a yel- 
low corn. These two varieties re- 
quire about eight weeks time to 
reach the roasting ear stage. They 
bear from one to two ears per 
stalk and the ears are very much 
larger than the sweet corn. In 
using these early field corns it is 
important that they be picked at 
the milk or tenderest stage.

Tired Churchill . 
Strains the Bonds 


If any one of a half-dozen politicians I know 
were to put an analytical eye on Mr. Winston 
Churchill's latest brush with his growingly stub- 
born parliament, the advice would be somehow 
to allow Mr. Churchill to take a rest. 

I have seen a good many politicians in high places, restive, 
nervous, angry and discouraged, act as Mr. Churchill did in his 
most recent tiff with commons. 

The man feels he has been let down, and while one may have 
complete sympathy with him and understand utterly his state of 
mind, it is apparent he isn't playing good politics. 

Britain, fortunately, at least from the British viewpoint, has a 
constitutional elasticity which enables parliament to dispense with 
general elections. For the past year there have been only a few 
by-elections. The government, that is to say the dominant party 
in commons, heid there should be no opposition to the government 
candidates on the basis of the coalition government agreed upon 
for the duration. 

Nevertheless, in some of the by-elections, antigovernment can- 
didates, usually labor party men who resigned to run as independ- 
ents, not only have entered but have won by good majorities. 

This has become a sensitive subject. 

‘It is somewhat comparable to our own country, where the 
Democratic party has been defeated in a number of congressional 
races. The defeats have been very, very unpleasant to the Demo- 
cratic party, but in this land of more violent politics, Mr. Roose- 
velt and the party leaders know better than to show any signs of 
speaking harshly to the voters or warning them against it. 


TRUCE STRAINED It ges the feeling of resentment about 
the 


>» “congressional” defeats which 
weighed upon Mr. Churchill when he suffered a defeat last week 
on what, to the average person, must seem an unimportant issue. 

There really were two defeats, both on school issues. 

Great Britain last summer adopted, in parliament, a plan to 
go ahead with sweeping reforms in the adniittedly archaic school 
system. 

A bill was written. It represents, according to the Times, of 
London, “the greatest educational advance in this century.” Even 
the garish Mirror and the sensational Mail found it generally good. 

Surprising opposition developed from the greatly — benefitted 
denominational schools. (Britain has a state church.) They con- 
tended they should be fully state. supported but retain and select 
their own staffs, and have no outside supervision of their educational 
standards. They exerted so much pressure the bill passed by a 
very narrow majority. 

This added to Mr. Churchill's resentment, and when an amend- 
ment, backed by the Labor members and by some few of his own 
party, was tacktd on and passed, giving women teachers equal 
pay with men, Mr. Churehill’s feelings unfortunately boiled over. 

He demanded a vote of confidence and got it. The result was 
everwhelmning af his favor, since he put it on the basis of the 
government's conduct of the war. 

Conduct of the war is, as everyone knews, excellent, and it 
excellent largely because of the great and admirable qualities of 
Mr. Churchill and the British people.

POLITICAL ERROR? It: is very easy, on this side of the 

: Atlantic, to look at English politics and 
determine on errors. But it does seem that Mr. Churchill and his 
advisers did their party great harm by insisting on approval of 
all domestic issues with approva! of his war program. 

It would seem, from all I have been able to find, that equal 
pay for teachers had popular support. To insist on this measure 
being considered with the war measures smacks of Toryism of the 
worst sort and, it must be added, of a sort which no one associates 
with Mr. Churehill. That is what makes his act so surprising. 

It appears to have been a pohtical mistake and one unworthy 
of a rested, calm Churchill. The weight of the war, which is 
terrific on him as it is on Roosevelt and Stalin, plus the annoyances 
of the by-election losses, threw him off balance. Or so it seems. 

It must be remembered that when Mr. Churchill was called to 
the government he was, in a sense, recalled from exile. © The 
Conservative party was in disgrace. With the lone exception of 
Mr. Anthony Eden, every single leader of the party was without 
standing. The party was held guilty of all the blunders of appease- 
ment and the utterly shocking unpreparedness,. considering who 
the neighbors were. (Ours was almost as bad, but our neighbors 
were not so close.) 

Mr. Churchill took on this great load. How well he has carried 
it we all know and applaud. But it can hardly be that the people 


. have forgiven the party, and for Mr. Churchill to insist on approval 


of all domestic issues in the same manner as -war issues will dis- 
appoint millions with whom his personal popularity and war 
leadership remain supreme.

Takes Issue With Allied Proposals 


To Rejuggle European Boundaries 


Declarations of intentions and desires are never decisive for 
history. Now that the plans of the three great powers for Europe 
begin to emerge, it is clear that no matter what our statesmen 
say, the result of their plans if carried out will be the division of 
Europe into spheres of influence. No matter what is said, Europe 
would: be a congeries of minor satellites of Britain, Russia, and— 
if we stay—the United States. 

There is one single exemption—France—and with a big ques- 
tion mark. France will have a position of preference, providing 
she decides to become the instrument, on the European continent, 
of this policy. 

Wednesday’s papers contained two dispatches from _ T.ondon. 
One states that the new Poland is to“incorporate East Prussia—- 
since the continuation of the Corridor is a breeder of wars: that 
the Russian frontier will probably be shifted to the Curzon line; 
and that the Reich will be occupied by three armies—presumably 
by the Russian to the Oder—with the north and west by the 
British and the south by the Americans. 

The same dispatch states that Russia is “left with little reason 
to doubt that if the Balkans she will recover all the territory she 
regards as historically Russian and exercise an influence over 
Bulgaria, Rumania, Hungary, and possibly Yugoslavia.” 

Simultaneously, Mr. Eden states that although in postwar 
Europe all nations great and small will have a chance to express 
their grievances, “the great powers will have the greater voice in 
action to be taken in the general interest.” 


HUMANITY SUFFERS From the viewpoint of humanity, 


this solution will involve the forcible 
deportation of new millions of human beings. It is said that the 
transfers of population will be “somewhat less” than Hitler's! Even 
this is not true. The transfers made by Hitler will be retransferred, 
and atop that will come new forced migrations. 

From the point of view of power politics, this “solution” is a 
guarantee against Europe ever becoming, in herself, an autonomous 
power, or group of powers, capable of exercising influence and 
responsibility camparable with the other three in the councils of 
nations, or of Fationalizing ‘her own political and economic life. 

It is thus a revival of the old concept of divide and rule in 
Europe plus the balance of power. 

There is such a thing as Europe, regardless of the nations that 
compose it. .It is a historic and cultural entity, visible, recog- 
nizable and definable. It is a civilization. Roughly speaking, it 
reaches as far as the Western churches, Catholic and Protestant, 
reach. Beyond is Byzantium, with spheres of transition. It 
reaches as far as there have been for centuries systems based on 
codified law—whether the Roman law, or the common law of the 
northern peoples from which our own derives. 

It reaches as far as the traditions of the tuniversities, founded 
in the Middle Ages, and uniting, until Hitler, European civilization. 

And as far as Europe reaches, there is a tradition as deep as 
that of England and the United States, of the freedom of the indi- 
vidual person, limiting the power of the state. The tragedy of 
Hitler's revolution was that it was a revolt from this civilization, 
on which is based the whole of what we know as humanism. 

The great question confronting us is not how shall we re- 
shuffle frontiers, accepting in so doing the basic theses of Adolf 
Hitler—that all territories must be contiguous, that citizenship must 
be confined to members of a certain race; that human beings can 
be shifted regardless of ancient attachments, cultures, and the 
graveyards of their ancestors; and that in. each area there must 
be a dominating power to which all the weaker nations have to 
submit. 

RECONSTRYCTION PROBLEM The great question is how 

| shall Europe be recon- 
structed, so that the source of our civilization shall bloom again 
and flourish? How shall frontiers in Europe cease to be prison 
walls for European people” How shall cultural hfe regroup itself in 
organic, not artificial, entities’? How shall economic life be rationally 
organized, and not irrationmilly, as it has been since the atomization 
of Europe into military spheres of states whose economic practices 
were all founded on preparation for possible wars with their 
neighbors? 

In two world wars, Europe—Europe as a 
forever its once dominant position in the world. But must the 
result be that it is reduced to the status of India? And must the 
result be that it will become first the economic ind political, and 
eventually the military battlefield of tts “protectors”? For since 
when have three’ great powers protected others mutually? 

If the British and American people have been asking for 
lines of foreign policy, it has been because many feared that this 
what was being planned--and because many, with all due 
respect to their governments— believe the results in the future will 
be terrible.

they are and always have been the 
decisive factor in battle. 

Especially do I salute them now be- 
cause, overshadowed by the glamour of 
the flashing plane and the clanging tank, 
they have been neglected by those for 
whom they fight, suffer, and die. And while 
the headlines and the newsreels concen- 
trate on the more spectacular arms, the 
old dependable foot soldier slowly but 
‘surely seals the victory. 

Ever since the lightning conquest of 
Poland the public has been dazzled by 
mechanized war. Envisioning German 
might solely in terms of dive bombers 
and armor, laymen forgot that for every 
armored division, the Nazis hada dozen 
or s0 divisions. of foot soldiers. Thrilling 
to the achievements of our own airmen 
and tankmen, even the family of the 
American infantryman at home tends to 
forget that it is he who has wrested bloody 
victory from the Pacific jungles to the 
crags of Italy, yard by yard. 

Today we are dedicated to a fight to 
the finish. Yet despite the public’s fasci-

nation with the mechanized phase of 
modern war. we in the service know full 
well that the finish must come on land 
not on the sea or in the air — and that 
the decisive struggle will be fought by 
the infantry and its supporting arms and 
services. For fixed defenses like those of 
Fortress Europe can be taken and held 
only by the foot soldier. 


I. NO sense does this deprive our @aval 
and air forces of the appreciation and 
applause they are earning so richly. Today 
all of our forces are welded into a combat 
fleam in a fashion unprecedented in his- 
tory. Yet the infantry 1s the only arm that 
can win a decision. And the contribution 
of the other arms js measured by the aid 
they give to the infantry. 

Traditionally the infantry is the Queen 
of Battles. But it has more tricks today 
than in 1918. Mothers of the infantry 
may well be proud of the fact that to this 
battle-honored branch, now come the all- 
around champions of the Army - the lads 
with outstanding versatility. 

For the foot soldier today must be far 
more than merely robust and durable. He 
must be keen and alert to master the in- 
tricacies of some fifteen weapons. He must 
be inherently ingenious, resourceful and 
self-reliant, for not since the Indian wars 
has the individual soldier been so much on 
his own. He must have intelligence, initia- 
tive and.cunning, because he faces the 
craftiest of foes. And since he ultimately 
faces them toe to toe, hand to hand, he 
must, above ull, haye guts. For the cold 
courage of the bayonet duel 16 different 
from all other brands of courage. 


Tess attributes the American foot 
soldier has shown us both in his lightning

Our control of the sea and air of Italy is 
complete and overwhelming. yet the going 
on land has been tough. Over terrain so 
rough that it takes eight men to carry a 
litter, advances come only when infantry- 
men climb those crags and throw the 
enemy out of his protective caves, bodily. 

The might of the German Army has 
stemmed from its infantry: the most for- 
midable branch of the Japanese forces is 
their foot soldiers. Our progress along the 
road to victory must be paced off by the 
man with the rifle, by his brains, his forti- 
tude, and his fighting heart. 

We are fightmg this war to the finish. 
And whether he travels to work in a glider 
or a truck: a jeep, a parachute or a land- 
ing craft, that finish will be fought by the 
infantryman on foot. 

The infantryman has the post of honor. 
He is in the vanguard. He finds pride and 
satisfaction in doing, enduring, and giv- 
ing the most.

It is also a tjp-off to many of the mysteries 
of our postwar lives: the sort of houses we 
will live in, the sort of vehicles we will nde 
in, the sort of gadgets of innumerable kinds 
which we will use. 

R-301 — not to prolong the suspense — is 
a new aluminum alloy. And it is an outstand- 
ing example of the way American industry, 
pushing ahead in an all-out war effort, 1s 
creating new things for the peacetime world of 
tomorrow. Modern war does not produce

swords to be beaten into ploughshares, 
but it does produce secret weapons; and 
the developments which make them pos- 
sible — like R-301 — 
thousands of articles of everyday use. 

Today practically every pound of this new 
aluminum alloy is going into planes. Though 
the details of these planes are still secret, 
THIS WEEK Is allowed to say that R-301 may 
make it possible to take 10,000 pounds off the 
weight of heavy bombers. That could mean 
five additional 2,000-pound bombs. Or. it 
could mean more fuel for longer range, or 
more guns. All this without reducing the 
strength of the plane, for R-301 is an alumi- 
num alloy as strong as ordinary steel. 


Tote Your Own Car! 


Bur the implications for you and me go 
far beyond war planes. Can you imagine an 
automobile that could be lifted out if it got 
stuck in the mud? For years, people have 
been dreaming and talking of such bantam- 
weight vehicles. How far the designers of cars 
will go in that direction, after the war, is still 
a subject of debate in automotive circles: 

t now that aluminum as strong as steel 
is being produced, it is no longer just a wild 
dream. Indeed, one big airplane manufac- 
turer has already produced an experimental 
gas buggy weighing only 200 pounds. It 
may be stretching a point to call it an auto- 
mobile, but it might be very handy for scoot- 
ing to the store or the station. 

And you can be pretty sure that the full- 
sized automobile designed after the war will 
be much lighter than our old models, even if 
not light enough to lift. So will railroad cars 
and buses and trucks. You will be able to get 
refrigerators and quick-freezers and ranges 
which you can move without the aid of a 
strong-arm squad. Baby carriages and other 
hand-powered vehicles will take much less 
of your strength for locomotion. And such 
everyday articles as household step ladders 
will remind you of the proverbial feather. 

I am not saying that all of this will be the 
result of the development of R-301. Alumi- 
num might have been used much more widely

‘the big war production has brought the cost 


down: Furthermore, many industrialists used 
to consider aluminum too difficult to handle: 
war has taught thousands of workers how to 
handle it. Other alloys, old and new, will play 
their part in the postwar programs. So will 
other light metals — magnesium, for in- 
stance, which is even lighter than aluminum. 
Nevertheless, the man who developed R-301 
put a mighty push behind the movement 
toward a lightweight civilization. 


His Mind’s om the Job 


H.; name is Thomas L. Fritzlen. A pre- 
cise, bespectacled, schoolmasterish man, he 
is a metallurgist —- and no dreamer. His mind 
runs to formulas and computations, not to 
imaginative forays into the Aladdin’s lamp 
world of tomorrow. He doesn’t even know to- 
day exactly what postwar products will come 
from his new process. “‘I just haven't had 
time to think much about that yet,”’ he told 
me. He developed, it with the single-minded 
purpose of making better fighting planes, and 
his mind js still on that wartime job. 

But t'.c executives and sales officials of the 
compun: for which Fritzlen works — the 
Reynolds Metals Company — are much less 
loathe to predict. They know —- as Frtzlen 
is always at pains to point out —— that neither 
R-301 nor any other alloy is adaptable to 
every sort of use; but they also know that 
where a strong, light sheet metal ts indicated, 
they now have it. They see it as a big part of 
the fulfillment of the dream of lighter vehicles 
in particular. 

Airplanes need a lot of strong sheet metal, 
too; and ‘Tom Fritzlen’s job at the big Rey- 
nolds plant in Alabama was supervising and 
testing the output. But the airplane builders 
and designers with whom he dealt were 
always talking of a dream metal that would 
be still stronger, but lighter. Even before the 
war, the president of one of our big airlines 
ttad declared that every pound that could be 
taken out of the weight of a plane would be 
worth $1,500 in added cargo - and when the 
war changed the basis of calculation from 
money to lives, the urge to produce the dream 
metal was just 80 much the greater. 


It’s a Tricky Business 


Turovci the years, metallurgists had tried 
many different alloys —— mixing so much sili- 
con, copper, manganese, magnesium or other 
elements with aluminum. The alloys they de- 
veloped wese much stronger than pure alu- 
minum, but the very ingredients that added 
strength usually made the alloy less resistant 
to corrosion. Most of the aluminum specified 
for planes was an alloy coated with pure 
aluminum to give it corrosion-resistance. 
Tom Fritzlen kept thinking that if he could 
develop the strongest possible alloy - and 
then coat it with another alloy that would be 
corrosion-resistant, and stronger than pure 
aluminum —- he would have the answer to 
lighter planes. : 

‘It is a tricky business, mixing a lot of 
melted metals up together and trying to 
amalgamate them into something brand new. 
You never know just how it ts going to come 
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onl whether at will be too brittle, or too 
vranular, or too difficult to handle, or some- 
thing else. And Fritzlen, busy keeping stand- 
ard products flowing to the plane factories, 
had no time for leisurely research. But ideas 
and formulas kept churning around in 
his brain. From time to time, he would 
have a new batch of metals mixed up and 
study its characteristics. 

It took a hundred or so batches, each modi- 
fed from the last, to get what he was after. 
ut he finally got it: a new sheet aluminum 
that tested out to higher strengths, showed no 
faulty tendencies, and resisted corrosion. 
It was actually an alloy coated by another 
‘alloy. both heat-treated. 

Military officials cut the red tape right 
and left, and rushed tests of the new alloy 
through in record time. It proved so tough 
that it would actually stop armor-piercing 
bullets more effectively than steel. Designers 
got busy on new planes with a gleam in their 
eyes. The rest of the military part of the story 
is for our enemies to find out. 

Then the postwar part of the story will 
open up: aluminum railroad trains, alumi- 
num trucks, trailers and buses, aluminum 
boats, aluminum furniture. Houses will use 
much aluminum in. their construction 
built-in cabinets, for instance, beams, win- 
dow sashes, shingles. Again. I do not say that 
R-301 will fit all these uses, but it is blazing 
the trail, and along with it other new alloys 
are being and will be developed both by 
Reynolds and by the older, bigger Aluminum 
Company of America. Already, for instance, 
there 1s an R-303, stronger even than R-301 
but of a dilferent type and less resistant to 
corrosion. While R-30] 1s a sheet metal, this 
is used for casting and extrusion. | Fxtrusion 
means forcing through a mold, as you squeeze 
tooth paste out of the tube.: This ts the type 
that would be used im making engine parts 
and many other things, including some kinds 


of furniture 


Far-Reaching Changes 


" AMAGINE the difference it would make,” 
one leading executive suggested to me, “‘if 
most of the furniture in our business offices 
were made of aluminum © weit weit ~ 
duced by more than half. That would make it 
possible to build a different kind of ofhce 
building one of lighter construction, be- 
cause it would not have to support so much 
weight."’ That is just a sample of how far- 
reaching the light-metal®trend might be 
even more important may be the effect on 
transportation. Even before the war, when 


most of us thought of alurninum as prinarily 
a pots-and-pans metal, more than twice as 
much of it was used for transportation equip- 
ment as for kitchen utensils. Now, with its 
new-found strength, it is expected that even 
coal cars will be made of aluminum - - and the 
capacity of a three-hopper car thus increased 
from 50 tons to 67 tons. Apply the same 
proportion to other cargo, including pas- 
sengers, and you can see why aluminum 
enthusiasts think the streamlined trains of 
today will look old-fashioned beside the 
gleaming speed demons of tomorrow. 


Colored Aluminum 


A; FOR housing, some enthusiasts believe 
that we will have houses made almost en- 
turely of aluminum, with the possible excep- 
tion of the floors. Most sober prophets are 
more conservative, but foresee greatly in- 
creased use of aluminum, not only because it 
will be strong and easy to handle — particu- 
larly for pre-fabricated houses -- but also 
because it 18 a very efficient insulating mate- 
rial. Even aluminum paint on the roof has 
been found to deflect 65 per cent of the heat 
of the sun, making a difference of from 10 to 
20 degrees inside. It also keeps heat in: 
Admiral Byrd testified to that after using an 
aluminum hut in the Antarctic. 

If all this creates a picture of the house 
of tomorrow as a sort of glorified tin can, 
put it out of your mind. For one thing, 
processes have been worked out to produce 
colored aluminum, in virtually any shade 
desired the color going all through, not 
merely on the surface where it could wear off. 
Tentative plans are already under discussion 
for mass-production sectional houses, com- 
pletely fitted with furniture and fixtures, to be 
sold on a 20-year time payment plan — and 
aluminum would figure prominently in them, 
both as to parts of the house and the built-in 
fixtures and furnishings 

When you come to miscellaneous articles 
which might be made of aluminum, just think 
of almost anything metallic that would be 
better for being lighter in weight, and write 
your own forecast. The first article ever made 
out of aluminum was a baby rattle, presented 
av ‘ant Prince Imperial of France back 
in 1856; but now that anything is possible, 
from playthings to parlor cars, I personally 
am just waiting for a nice lightweight wheel- 
barrow for my garden puttering. 

But I’m perfectly willing to wait until after 
the enemy finds out what R-3O1l means in 
terms of war planes

OCTOR PATRICIA O'CONNOR is the country’s only 

woman zoo-doctor. Her ward is the Barrett 

Park Zoo on Staten Island in New York Harbor; 
her patients are 600 animals hailing from all corners 
of the earth. 

‘**Animals have just as many things that can go wrong 
as people do,”” says Dr. O’Cannor. “For instance, they 
have trouble with their teeth. And they are always 
catching colds, grippe and flu. And of course they can’t 
describe their symptoms. So a zoo veterinarian has 
got to be everything from dentist to psychologist.” 

To handle them Dr. O’Connor has to know as 
many holds as a wrestier. The lions and big cats 
must be throttled with a net and then anesthet- 
ized before being treated. 

She’s been looking after animals all her life. The 
doctor and her husband, both veterinarians, met at 
Cornell where they studied medicine. After graduation 
they worked together, but animal experts are scarce, 
so they found they had to spread ther talents over 
separate jobs. 


Clyde Gordon, the zoo’s director, reports that the > 


mortality rate among the reptiles has been practically 
zero since he and Doc took hold. “The metabolism 
of snakes is low,”’ Doc says, “‘and it takes a long while 
for an ailment to develop to a point where it can be 
recognized. But some of these snakes, like that big 
python, are valuable. If he goes, there won’t be another 
one till after the war.”’ 


He Nearly Wrecked the Lab 


Srrancety. animals live longer in zoos than in their 
natural surroundings. Excellent care increases their life 
span a third. Lack of exercise is a difficulty, but free- 
dom from attack and balanced diets more than make 
up for it. 

The chimp is the pet of the zoo. “‘He even plays 
sick,’’ says Doc, “‘just to get attention. Once I had him 
up in the lab for an examination. He had been acting 
strangely. I left him for a minute while I went to the 
medicine cabinet. When I turned around he had 
jumped from the table and was scampering 
around. There wasn’t a thing wrong with him — 
but he nearly wrecked the lab.”’ 

Every afternoon, Dr. O’Connor, who has two chil- 
dren of her own, holds a children’s class at which she 
teaches animal lore. ‘‘Kids have a way of asking some 
pretty tough questions, but they keep me on my toes,” 
she says. “In fact, it’s the most interesting part of the 
day for me."’ That's the way the kids seem to feel 


about it, too. — ROBERT ARTHUR JONES

LONDON 
DIDN'T come to England,’’ 
said the Sergeant, ‘‘to find new 
female society; much less to 
get married.

But now that it had happened, 
the Sergeant — Master Sergeant 
Sidney Avery of Los Angeles -- was 
not averse to expounding the ad- 
vantages of an English wife. The 
views expressed, we hasten to add, 
do not necessarily reflect those of the 
editors of THis WEEK. Still, you 
American girls ought to know the 
sort of argument you're up against. 
So here goes: 


He’s the Bess 


“My experience 80 far,’’ said 
Master Sergeant Avery, “is that 
British women, more than the aver- 
age American girl, depend on men’s 
judgment. This extends even to the 
home. If you gave your American 
wife a free hand, you wouldn’t be 
surprised one night to find your 
room decorated with lace and frills. 
‘What the heck is all this?’ you 
would ask; and your wife would look 
surprised and say: ‘What do you 
mean, what the heck is al] this, dar- 
ling? I just thought I would hke 
it this way.’ 

“But I am sure my English 
wife would enter into a serious 
discussion with me before mov- 
img even my chair and table. 
For the husband in England is 
The Man of the House. If you 
have a hired girl, you are not ‘Ser- 
geant’ or ‘Mr. Avery’ to her. You 
are ‘The Master.’ It may be said 
lightly, but it’s a respected old Eng- 
lish custom. As you read the paper, 
you'll hear your wife and the maid 
discussing in reverent tones what 
‘The Master’ would like for supper. 

“T have given some thought to 
this difference, and the answer I get 


is that the general conditions of her 
upbringing and .education give an 
American girl a greater measure of 
equality with men, so that she feels 
entitled to act completely on her 
own judgment. I may be wrong, but 
I feel that England is more of a 
man’s country than America, when 
it comes to husbands and wives. 


They Do Men’s Work 


"'T expect the war will change this 
some, because English women are 
carrying a burden that the men can- 
not overlook. They are doing men's 
work all along the line, aiming anti- 
aircraft guns, running railroads, 
driving ambulances under air-raid 
fire, and working long hours in the 
factories. They’re under the na- 
tional service law and being ‘direct- 


ed’ to work up to the age of fifty. 
They rate a larger share in the big 
jobs in postwar Britain, and I think 
they will get it. 

“But don't get the idea that these 
English girls are slow or lack re- 
sourcefulness because they are not so 
independent as American girls. On 
the contrary. My wife efficiently 
runs the hairdressing business of a 
brother who is with the RAF. She 
queues up for her rations, and is 
adroit at making an evening meal 
for two out of one person’s ration. 
What with all this, and putting up 
with me, she has her hands pretty 
full. But she’s always gay and good 
company. 

“She's logical, too. She’s dropped 


her English ‘Very well’ for my 
Amencan ‘O.K.’ She used to say 
‘Right you are’; now she says just 
“Right.” She sees our way saves time 
and breath. But she calls our apart- 
ment a ‘flat,’ and so do I now. One 
syllable instead of three. 

“We find plenty of interests in 
common. I like symphony music. 
When I began taking Diane to con- 
certs, she found them ‘slow.’ Now 
she is learning to enjoy them with 
me. When we first danced we agreed 
that we had both had better part- 
ners, but now we're so in tune it's a 
pleasure to dance together. 

“My friends all like her and 
envy me. We throw a little party 
for the boys at the flat some- 
times. She says it will help pre- 
pare her for life back home with 
me in California. 

**Because of course she is coming 
back with me, if we come out of this 
business alive. I say ‘we’ because 
life for a civilian is still pretty 
chancey in this advanced striking 
base, fifteen minutes from Nazi air- 
fields and the ‘rocket gun’ coast. We 
are keeping our fingers crossed.’’ 

I interrupted the Sergeant at this 
point to ask how he had happened 
to discover the virtues of the Eng- 
lish girl in the first place. That took 
him back to another wartime mar- 
riage, when he had been best man 
for a pal’s wedding in a little Eng- 
brought along as best girl Diane, 21, 
brunette, very attractive.

But the fact turned out to be that 
he was a young heavyweight whose 
ring career had been ended, and any 
military service made impossible, 
because of the blindness of one eye, 
resulting from a blow in the ring. 


A Here, Net a Heel! 


Ti second letter describes two 
sailors who also took unjustifiable 
offense at a young man in civilian 
clothes. He was a noticeably smart- 
looking young man; he walked with 
an iritatingly arrogant swing of the 
shoulders; and he had just emerged 
from a night club.

In theory, the wearing of buttons 
is good; but in practice it seems to 
me it 18 not only impractical but 
needless. 

The mobilization of this war is 
different from that of any previous 
tame. In all former wars even at 
the beginning of the last one 
every man in uniform had volun- 
teered to put it on. Therefore, a man 
who wore mufti then might very 
well have been a man who did not 
choose to fight. 


For All You Kncw 


Bur in this war the draft was put 
in effect even before Pearl Harbor. 
This means that an individual's 
patriotism cannot be determined by 
whether he wears or does not wear 
a uniform. If the local draft board 
is being administered properly, no 
man can remain in civilhan clothes 
if he should be wearing a uniform. 

Therefore, in my opinion, no one 

and that means each one of you 
who proudly wears the uniform of 
Uncle Sam -.- has any right to con- 
sider it his patriotic duty to point 
the finger at, or make slurring re- 
— marks about, any man be- 
cause he happens to be in civ- 
than dress. For all you know, 
the perfection of your newest 
plane, your finest submarine, 
your most effective gun, may 
in great..part be due to his 
rare technical knowledge. Or the 
man in civvies may be one of about 
1,000,000 men who have already re- 
ceived honorable discharges from 
the services.

The girl at the airlines 
desk picked up her phone.
